LOCAL UVT ION OR P R O H IB IT IO N ? 


It is inteieEiing to note the various 
views of representative men in Massa­ 
chusetts on the question of local option 
or prohibition. 
The Boston Transcript 
sent ont a thousand inquiries to leading 
citizens, and 292 replies were received. 
Of this number 207 favored local option 
and 85 prohibition. The names published 
make it very clear that there is no suoh 
unanimity of moral or even obi r ;h senti­ 
ment in favor of the amendment as has 
been claimed. Even in the list of clergy­ 
men, who are 'n number nearly equally 
divided in opinion, the vote standing ^37 
yes to 36 no, the weight of character and 
influence is certainly not greater on tho 
affirmative than on the negative 6ide.

local option has been tried, and their 
views, for that reesor, have all the more 
significance. 
Thomas Wentworth Hig 
ginson writes: 
It is my expectation to vote, although 
rather unwillingly, against the proposed 
amendment. Our present local option 
law appears to me far better, because, by 
the local agitation it ailorde, it educates 
the particular community which has got 
to enforce the law—that is, the town or 
city, as the case may be. 
Had a pro­ 
hibitory amendment been adopted five 
years ago, I believe that it would have 
produced little m< re tired in Cambridge 
than similar legislation bas produced in 
Providence or Bangor; but steady dis­ 
cussion and labor, with the influence of 
Newton on one side and Hornersville on 
the other, have finally brought about 
an 
attitude 
of no license which is 
enforced in Cambridge, and which I 
think will stand. 
In time, other towns 
will follow the example, aud perhaps, 
sooner or later. Boston itself. 
But my 
humble judgment, for the country towns 
to force prohibition on Boston now, 
when these towns can do nothing to en­ 
force 1 1, will result simply in a demoral­ 
izing farce: as in Bhngor, where, after 
thirty years of about continuous prohib­ 
itory law, liquor la sold openly, and I 
was assured last autumn that neither pol­ 
itical party dared raise a finger to sup­ 
press it; or in Providence, where the pol­ 
itical party in power simply ieries as­ 
sessments on the saloon keepers and 
then lets them alone. 
It is well to remark that Professor 
Thayer, of Harvard, who voted for pro­ 
hibition in the three latest local elections, 
and is president of the Cambridge so­ 
ciety for the enforcement of the law, now 
favors local option, and thinks it unwise 
to attempt coniriitutional prohibition. 
Other citizens, equally as prominent and 
whose opinions are of great consequence, 
express the same views. 
The drift of 
the better sentiment in the east, certain­ 
ly seems on the side of local option.

O ther L osses R ep o rted F rom th e S o o th 
Seas—'Tho G erm an V essels. 
A u c k la n d , New Zealand, April 3.— 
The recent hurricane in the South Pacific 
ocean swept over 1,200 geographical miles, 
embracing in its trace tho Harvey and SoJ 
ciety groups of islands.

Washington, 
April 3 —The German 
vessel Sperber and Alexandrine, which are 
now1 on their way to Samoa to replace tho 
wrecked vessels, are not very formidable 
ships, but at long-range fighting would 
have a decided advantage over the Ameri­ 
can vessels owing to their superior arma­ 
ment and speed. 
The corvette Alexand­ 
rine is wood, iron, and steel, of 2,373 tons 
burden, 236 feet long by 42 feet Loam, and 
18 feet draught. 
She is of 15 knots’ speed. 
Her battery is made up of twelve 5 J-Inch, 
4-ton, breech-loading rifles, two 3 J-inch 
ditto, four revolving cannon, and a torii© Jo 
tube and equipment 
Tile Sperber is a new cruiser of com­ 
posite type, 1,120 tons burden, 14^ knots 
speed, and is armed with a rifled 4i inch 
Krupp, four Hotchkiss revolving cannon, 
and two torpedo tubes. 
Neither of the vessels is armored, but it 
will be noted that their speed is about 50 
per cent greater than tho American vessels 
ordered to Samoa, and their guns of 
greater range.

Not often has ended a more interesting 
and unique life than when Caph John 
Ericsson, the inventor of tho Monitor, died. 
One of the greatest factors in the progress 
of the nineteenth century, and a man whoso 
name is destined to endure throughout tho 
ages, he yet lived for man}' years tho life 
of an unknown recluse. 
It is doubtful if 
one man in a thousand in this city which 
his genius had saved from invasion and 
disaster, knew that Caph Ericsson was still 
living, and living in New York. His home 
was an old fashioned 
houso on Beach 
street, which has not been altered within 
or without for half a century, although its 
neighborhood has during that time under­ 
gone 
a complete transformation. 
And 
Capt. Eriesson himself did not change. 
A 
short, powerfully built man, with hair and 
beard unsilvered by time, he looked at 
ei£hty-six as ho did when in the prime 
of 
life. 
His genius defied Timo as 
persistently 
as 
did 
his 
physique, 
and after ho reached old ago ho made many 
valuable additions to his long list of inven­ 
tions. 
How much Captain Ericsson ac­ 
complished in his lino Is not generally 
known. 
Tho Monitor made him famous, 
but had ho never designed tho “cheese box 
on a raft,” his other inventions would havo 
made his name illustrious. 
His screw pro­ 
peller 
revolutionized 
navigation; 
his 
“ Princeton” made a radical change in 
marine architecture; his contributions to 
the science of railroad engineering were 
numerous and important, and tho caloric 
engine is another of his valuable gifts to 
the world. 
It would bo impossible in tho 
limits o this paragraph to give a full list 
of his nventions, and that ono man could 
have done so much can only be explained 
by his persistant withdrawal from the 
world, and his entire devotion to his work. 
V 
Henry Ward Beecher ha3 been dead two 
years, and Plymouth church still livos! 
The fact is something of a surprise, for 
when Beecher died there, was a general 
opinion that the church he had built up 
would fall to pieces. 
His parishoners 
themselves wero fearful of their future, 
and when Mr. Berry, tho English divine 
whom they unanimously asked to bocome 
their pastor, declined, their call, there wero 
those of the chureho’s members who felt 
that tho death knell of old Plymouth had 
had been sounded. 
No other choice of 
pastor could bo made, and tho church 
drifted on a few months, cast down and 
discouraged. 
Thoro 
came a day of 
awakened hope. 
The people discovered 
they were becoming attached to their tem­ 
porary pastor, Dr. Lyman Abbott. 
They 
began to see that he was in full sympathy 
with their former pastor, who was his 
personal friend, and that so far as possible 
he was carrying out Beecher’s plans. They 
observed that tho congregations, though 
not as large as of old, had not materially 
decreased, and then they modo Dr. Abbott 
their permanent pastor. 
His success has 
proved their wisdom. 
Plymouth church 
seems to have entered upon a now career 
of usefulness, and tho fact can but be a 
source of gratification to all who aro inter­ 
ested in Beecher’s life work. 
*** 
But when Beecher’s friends and admirers 
are rejoicing in tho continued prosperity of 
tho church he founded, they must observe 
with regret that the great preacher him­ 
self is being forgotten. 
When he died ull 
the world seemod touched, and for weeks 
his life, his usefulness, his genius were tho 
theme of every tongue. 
Two years have 
passed. 
His 
pardoners and jiersonal 
friends obsorvejthe anniversary of his death, 
and a few of tho newspapars mention tho 
date but it is evident that af tor forty years, 
of labor in Brooklyn, Henry Ward Beecher 
is fast dropping out of memory even in this 
locality. 
With his church made tho pas­ 
torate of another man, his library scattered 
and his former homo a boarding-house, 
thoro soems indeed to bo little left to re­ 
mind tho public of this famous man. 
One 
can but compare Beecher’s life with that 
of Ericsson. Tho former rich in friendships 
and public recognitions, tho latter, by 
choice, that of a lonely and almost friend­ 
less recluse. 
There would bo no hesitation 
in choosing between these, and yet how 
differently will tho names of Beocher and 
Ericsson endure!

Miss May Brady is the famous New York 
bello who reigned almost supreme last 
season, and lately married six millions in 
the person of Albert Stevens. 
Before that, 
as the daughter of a supreme court judge, 
she had lived in moderate luxury, and had 
figured in the Astor-Vanderbilt set, but 
had lacked the money with which greatly 
to exploit her loveliness 
Two years ago 
she was taken to Europe by Mrs. Hitch 
cock, an influential matron, and she made 
what we shall have to call a big hit at 
Nice and tho other cities of the Rivera. 
She was called the beautiful American, 
and was idoliziuglv admired. 
Now, with 
millions at her command, what do you 
suppose she has done? The answer would 
be easy. 
Instead of staying to participate 
In tho sociability of New York, she has 
gone back to her European domain, es­ 
tablished herself in temporary but com­ 
plete magnificence at Nice, and now her 
equipages, toilets and environment com­ 
bine with hor beauty to dazzle tho people 
anew.

Tho lat­ 
ter gots $12,000 a year from his church. 
For tho exclusive control of his sermons in 
advance of their publication or delivery, 
a New York firm pays him os much more 
per annum. 
His lectures bring him twice 
that sum, and for editorial work he gets 
$5,000 more. 
Add to this his fees, his 
profit from books and the money derived 
from tho publication of his Friday evening 
lectures, and it can be easily soon how the 
great Brooklyn preacher manages to lay 
up several thousand dollars a year. 
Tho 
prince of monied clergymen, however, tho 
“millionaire minister” as ho is sometimes 
called, is Dr. John Hall. With a fortune of 
a million dollars, a salary that is stated at 
$15,000, and a great number of marriage 
and other fees, he derives a total income of 
more than $100,000 a year. 
It is said that 
his wedding fees lost season amounted to 
$30,000. 
One bridegroom paid him $5,000 
tot his services. 
His congregation is tho 
richest in New York, and he officiates at 
more aristocratic weddings than any other 
clergyman in the city.

The republicans, however, were 
successful in three of five wards, main­ 
taining their majority in the common 
oouncil, and with this in hand, they will 
rest contented until another year. 
Tbe election just passed has been a 
noteworthy one in that it has been free 
from personal abuse. 
The candidates 
were men of character on both tickets, 
and friends of taoh could be found 
scattered promiscuously around in both 
parties. As Mayor WinaDB remarked at 
tho democratic city convention, when be 
nominated Dr. St. John for mayor, 
“This is a republican c i t y But in the 
nomination of Dr. St. John the demo­ 
crats placed a man before tbe people 
who met his personal friends and ad­ 
mirers at every turn. 
ThuB with suoh a 
popular man as their standard bearer 
the democrats were enabled to Fecure 
republican votes enough to give their 
ticket a boost into political 
power. 
Many stalwart republicans exceedingly 
regret that so good a man as D. P. Smith 
should suffer defeat by such means, yet 
they feel satisfied that in the victor they 
have a man well fitted and qualified to 
ooonpy the position with honor to him­ 
self and to tbe city. 
The defeat cf Oity Clerk Feoton is also 
a surprise to bis friends, and can hardly 
be accounted for, a6 bis election was con- 
conceded by nearly every one, yet he is 
defeated by 122 majority. 
The Gazette has no desire to find fault 
with the aotions of the members of tbe 
republican party, tbe power and votes 
were in their hands to place Janesville in 
the front rank of republican cities in 
Wisconsin, they elected otherwise, and 
the Gazette abides the verdiot.

Jacob Rogers, tho subject of this sketch, 
is ono of the oldest aud best known rest-* 
dents of Oakland Mills, Iowa. 
He is an 
ex-soldier of tho war of 1812 and has at­ 
tained the remarkable pgo of 111 years, 
Mr. Rogers was born near Pittsburg on 
New Year’s day 1778. 
Ho grew to man­ 
hood there, enlisting in tho war of 13l2*at 
tho age of 34. 
He fought in many battles, 
but says that the struggle at Lundy’s Lane 
July 25, 1814, was tho severest one in 
which ho ever took part. 
He was wounded 
in tho arm in this battle and ono of his 
brothers was killed and another seriously

wounded whilo fighting near him. 
In 
rehearsing 
tho 
story of the fight at 
Lundy’s Lano tho old gentleman always 
becomes excited, and his checks fairly 
glow with tho fire of patriotic zeal. Ho was 
enlisted and served in tile Fifteenth Penn­ 
sylvania, under command of Capt. J. Mc- 
Chesney. 
From Pennsylvania ho removed 
to New Jersey, then to Ohio, later to Illi­ 
nois, and in 18G5 to Iowa, where he re­ 
mained four years. 
Ho went to Kansas in 
1869, but tho laud on which he settled was 
secured by a railroad company, annulling 
his title, and he returned to Iowa in 1879. 
Mr. Rogers was married twice, has nine 
children, and is now a widower. 
He re­ 
ceives a pension of £8 a month. 
A private 
pension bill granting him $50 a month 
passed both houses of Congress, but has not 
yet received the signature of tho Presi­ 
dent. 
Mr. Rogers has used tobacco since he was 
16 years old, but has abstained from drink. 
His mind is remarkably clear, and ho con­ 
verses with intelligence upon almost all 
topics of the day. 
Two years agoho was 
in excellent health, and could be seen each 
morning walking on the farm of his son, 
with whom he lives. 
He contracted a 
severe cold last winter, however, and is 
now confined to his room. 
Ho realizes that 
his end is approaching, but he is an earnest 
Christian and says that be is perfectly 
willing to go when his time comes.
